“The announcement 
weck by the US Census Bureau 
that Hispanic Americans may 


last 
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now be tied with African Ame- 
ricans as the largest minority 
group in the United States re- 
minds us of the invaluable con- 
tributions that Hispanics have 
made to our great nation and the 
increasing role that they will play 
in our future. One of the most 
distinguished and encouraging 
examples of Hispanic achieve- 
ment can be found in the person 
of Cesar E. Chavez, who we re- 
member this March 31*, the 74" 
anniversary of his birth. 

“From humble beginnings in 
Depression-era Arizona, Chavez 
rose to become one of the great 
civil rights figures in American 
history. As a migrant farm 
worker, Chavez attended more 
than 30 schools over the course 


of his childhood, facing the dis- 
crimination and other hardships 


that many migrants face. After 


serving his country in the United 
States Navy in WWII, Chavez 
became an accomplished orga- 
nizer with the Community Service 
Organization, working on issues 
such as voter registration. In the 
early 1960's, he went on to found 
the United Farm Workers union, 
which quickly became one of the 
most important forces in the 
struggle for economic and social 
equality for Hispanic workers. 
“Chavez? life and career con- 
tain many important lessons for 
all Americans. Although he never 
received a high school education, 
education was his passion, and 
over the years he read countless 
books on subjects ranging from 
economics to philosophy and bi- 
ographies of important figures 
such as Ghandi, whose life story 
inspired Chavez’s non-violent 
struggle for civil rights. 
“Chavez’ life-long organiz- 
ing efforts helped bring about tre- 
mendous improvements for farm 
workers. Many of the contracts 
his union entered into broke new 
ground for migrant farm workers. 
His accomplishments included 
successes such as limiting and 
regulating the use of dangerous 
pesticides, banning from the fields 
hazardous farm equipment and 
winning better housing and sani-

México, (EFE).- Los coman- 
dantes zapatistas, encapuchados 
y desarmados, utilizaron la tri- 
buna del Congreso de México 
para dejar atrás la confrontación 
y abrir. por primera vez en cinco 
años, una puerta para la paz en 
una jornada que marcará un hito 
en la historia política de México. 

“Marcos” y los 23 coman- 
dantes zapatistas están regresan- 
do a Chiapas una vez cumplido 
el objetivo de la movilización que 
les sacó de la Selva Lacandona 
el pasado 24 de febrero y les ha 
mantenido en la Ciudad de Mé- 
xico durante 18 días. 

La tormenta política que se 
desató sobre el uso de la tribuna 
por un grupo de guerrilleros en- 
capuchados para reclamar el 
reconocimiento de los derechos 
indígenas quedó atrás cuando la 
comandante “Esther” anunció el 
inicio del diálogo de paz con el 
gobierno. 

La ausencia de “Marcos” en 
la histórica sesión del miércoles 
apagó las voces de quienes le 
acusaban de buscar únicamente el 
lucimiento personal al reclamar 
el uso del estrado. 

En su lugar, cuatro coman- 
dantes indígenas del Ejército 
Zapatista de Liberación Nacional 
(EZLN) subieron a la tribuna para 
reconocer los pasos hacia la paz 
del gobierno de Vicente Fox, ex- 
presar su respeto por las institu- 
ciones e ilustrar a sus señorías 
sobre la situación de más de 10 
millones de indios. 

Los zapatistas respondieron a 
los gestos de Fox ordenando el 
“acuartelamiento” de sus tropas 
en las montañas chiapanecas e 


“Marcos” anuncia 

México, (EFE).- El “subco- 
mandante Marcos” anunció el 
miércoles el regreso de los co- 
mandantes zapatistas a Chiapas 
tras conseguir el objetivo de la 
movilización que comenzó el 
pasado febrero en demanda del 
reconocimiento de los derechos 
indígenas. 

En un mitin frente al Con- 
greso, el líder del EZLN agrade- 
ció el apoyo de la sociedad civil 
y anunció que la delegación za- 
patista regresará a partir del 
jueves a Chiapas. 

“Nos vamos, ya podemos re- 
gresar, no llevamos las manos 
vacías:”, dijo el “subcomandante” 
ante miles de personas reunidas 
frente al Palacio de San Lázaro, 
donde esta esa mañana cuatro 
comandantes indígenas del EZLN 
subieron a la tribuna para de- 
mandar la aprobación de la ley de 


instando a su enlace, Fernando 
Yáñez. a contactar de inmediato 
con el Comisionado guberna- 
mental. Luis Héctor Álvarez, para 
iniciar el diálogo. 

Yáñez y Álvarez se reunieron 
en privado y acordaron empren- 
der las conversaciones que 
conduzcan a la reanudación de las 
negociaciones de paz. 

La agitada jornada concluyó 
con una gran fiesta de despedida 
en las puertas del Congreso, 
donde ante miles de personas 
“Marcos” reconoció el papel que 
ha jugado la sociedad en este 
proceso y anunció el regreso de 
la delegación a Chiapas 

Pese al optimismo que des- 
pertó la declaración zapatista, 
tanto los comandantes del EZLN 
como el presidente Fox fueron 
prudentes en sus comentarios y 
admitieron que aún queda un lar- 
go camino para la paz y el re- 
conocimiento constitucional de 
los derechos indígenas. 

Sin embargo, ambas partes 
coincidieron en que se ha cerrado 
una etapa de confrontación en 
favor de una oportunidad para la 
paz, aunque nv es la primera vez 
que se frustra el diálogo entre el 
EZLN y el gobierno. 

La posición del EZLN de- 
sacreditó a quienes argumentaron 
que los zapatistas “violarían” el 
Congreso y dejó en una posición 
de debilidad ai “sector duro” de 
Acción Nacional, el partido de 
Fox, que se opuso frontalmente a 
la presencia de un “grupo de en- 
capuchados” en la tribuna. 

Fox, tras aguantar semanas 
de críticas de su propio partido, 
salió fortalecido del proceso, 
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derechos y cultura de las comu- 
nidades indias. 

“Llevamos las manos llenas 
de sus manos y las manos es la 
figura que suelen tomar los co- 
razones cuando se encuentran”, 
dijo el “subcomandante”, que no 
participó en la sesión del 
Congreso. 

“Hoy concluye una moviliza- 
ción que comenzó en 1998” y que 
en 1999 alcanzó “uno de sus bri- 
llos más grandes” con la consulta 
promovida por el EZLN sobre la 
ley de derechos y cultura indígena 
y en la que participaron tres 
millones de personas, agregó. 

“Gracias a los que se movi- 
lizaron entonces y gracias tam- 
bién a los millones que hoy se 
están movilizando”, dijo “Mar- 
cos”, convencido de que el res- 
paldo social ha permitido que el 
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regreso de zapatista tras lograr objetivo

San Jose approves three more “smart 
start centers” for early education 


San Jose, CA— San Jose 
Mayor Ron Gonzales announced 
that the City of San Jose has ap- 
proved funding for the establish- 
ment of three more “San Jose 
Smart Centers” for early child- 
hood education at two additional 
San Jose schools. 

The San Jose City Council this 
week approved the agreements 
with the Santa Clara County Of- 
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fice of Education that call for the 
city to provide $12 million in capi- 
tal funding for the new early edu- 
cation facilities. 

Gonzales made the announce- 
ment today at the Washington El- 
ementary School Smart Start Cen- 
ter where he was joined by the 
city's smart start partners and edu- 
cation representatives. 

“These agreements move us 


another step closer to achieving 
one of our key education goals so 
that every San Jose child 1s ready 
to learn when they enter school,” 
said Gonzales. “It may be true that 
you have learned all you needed 
to know in kindergarten, but our 
kids will learn faster and better 1f 
they are ready when they get 
there.”

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Remembering Chavez means honoring farm workers

Though he passed on to the 
spirit world in 1993, the heart of 
farm-labor organizer Cesar 
Chavez still beats gently across 
the continent's rich and verdant 
valleys. Countless streets, schools 
and community centers nation- 
wide now bear his name. He, 
along with his wife, Helen, and 
Dolores Huerta. founded the 
United Farm Worker's union in 
1962 and later joined Filipino 
farm workers in their historic 
grape strike in 1965 

Third-grade student Lucy 
Garcia, of Cesar Chavez Science 
Magnet school in Bakersfield — 
where California is now observ- 
ing his birthday as a legal holi- 
day — knows of him in this way: 
“He wanted to make a law that 
said that when vou do something 
for people. you should get paid.” 
Yes. That's what he fought for. 

Chavez has often been com- 
pared to Mahatma Gandhi and 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

Perhaps he should also be 
compared with the late Emma 
Tenayuca, a labor giant from San 
Antonio. 

One way of honoring Cha- 
vez's memory 1s by remembering 
the man, not the myth. 

He was a peaceful warrior, 
but a human being, not a saint. 
What he should be remembered 
most for 1s reconnecting consu- 
mers worldwide to the earth and 
to the workers who put food on 
our table. and for his philosophy 
of selflessness and peace. Chavez 
said: “Lam convinced that the tru- 
est aet-of courage; the strongest 
act of humanity 1s to sacrifice 
ourselves for others in a totally 
nonviolent struggle for justice. ... 
To be human means to suffer for 
others 

“God helps us to be human.” 
It wasn’t just the union's leader- 
ship that was selfless but all those 
involved with “La Causa.” 

Teachers should explain to 
students that being human means 
having faults like everyone else.

Because of the UFW’s work (“or- 
ganizing the unorganizable”), the 
union was always under siege. 
But not all of the union's conflicts 
were external. At one point, some 
of the actions of the UFW caused 
a division within the Chicano 
political movement, regarding the 
business practice of using undo- 
cumented workers as strike 
breakers. The UFW denounced 
this practice. Leaders of the Chi- 
cano movement interpreted this 
as inadvertently aiding the anti- 
immigrant movement. 

Those were difficult times, 
but peace came as the result of 
mediation efforts by another re- 
cently deceased human-rights 
leader, Bert Corona. The union 
was resilient as Chavez and 
Huerta emerged and proved to be 
the most enduring human-rights 
champions of the post- 1960s era. 
Today, the UFW (now joined by 
virtually all U.S. unions) conti- 
nues to organize migrant and im- 
migrant workers alike, regard- 
less of race, nationality or citizen- 
ship. 

Picketing and “The Boycott” 
are synonymous with Chavez, 
Huerta and the union. 

Every picket was an honor- 
ing. It taught many of us to see 
dignity in all work and all work- 
ers. Yet the UFW wasn't con- 
cerned only with labor; it was 
talking about environmental rac- 
ism long before the term was 
coined. The struggle against pes- 
ticide poisoning, or “poisoned 
grapes” as young Lucy describes 
them, was No. 1 on the UFW 
agenda. 

Chavez was an astute intel- 
lectual with the mind of a gen- 
eral. He died prematurely. Yet if 
he could, he would have traded 
in all of his posthumous honors 
if the American public would to- 
day honor farm workers as full 
human beings — by paying them 
livable wages and guaranteeing 
them the security, full benefits 
and protec-tions afforded all other 
workers. 

One way to honor his me- 
mory 1s to read one of the many 
books that have since been pub- 
lished: “Remembering Cesar: 
The Legacy of Cesar Chavez,”

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Ante una eventual recesión llega el 
tiempo de cuidar nuestro dinero

Luego de ocho años de creci- 
miento sostenible Estados Unidos 
podría estar a punto de convertirse 
en víctima de su propio éxito eco- 
nómico y del avance que generó 
el sobrecalentamiento de los mer- 
cados financieros internos. Esta 
situación que ya se vaticinaba des- 
de el cierré del año 2000 ha encen- 
dido una luz de alerta en todos los 
sectores de la nación debido al 
contagioso impacto expansivo 
que caracteriza a todas las crisis 
económicas. 

Sin embargo, pese a que una 
eventual recesión nos afectaría a 
la gran mayoría de la población, 
con los planes para el 2001 aún 
frescos, los hispanos estamos a 
tiempo de prevenir al máximo 
cualquier impacto negativo en 
nuestro bolsillo, e incluso sacar 
provecho de las medidas que el 
gobierno ha adoptado para desa- 
celerar la dinámica economía es- 
tadounidense. 

Para entender más a fondo lo 
que sucede veamos que la señal 
más evidente de que algo amenaza 
la actual estabilidad financiera del 
país surge de los sorpresivos ajus- 
tes a las tasas de interés anuncia- 
dos recientemente por Alan 
Greenspan, jefe de la Reserva Fe- 
deral (Banco Central). Estas me- 
didas proteccionistas no se habían 
adoptado desde los primeros años 
de la pasada década a raíz de la 
amenaza que generó para la eco- 
nomía mundial la abrupta caída 
del sistema financiero de Rusia. 

En una inesperada decisión, 
la Reserva Federal estadouniden- 
se redujo en dos sesiones consecu- 
tivas el 3 y 4 de enero las tasas de 
interés, citando una serie de facto- 
res que están afectando la econo- 
mía estadounidense. De esa forma 
el Comité de Mercados Abierto de 
la Reserva Federal modificó sus 
tasas interbancaria (Fed Funds), 
y de descuento, poniendo fin a la 
más larga expansión económica 
de la historia en Estados Unidos. 

Para Alex Vélez, economista 
de la Universidad de Texas “esta 
crisis no debe tomarse como un 
signo plenamente negativo a largo 
plazo, ya que aún es prematuro 
determinar la gravedad de la cri- 
sis financiera que se avecina”. 

El experto destacó que “hasta 
el momento lo único que hemos 
podido ver es el apoyo del gobier- 
no para sacar a los mercados de 
Wall Street de su profundo maras- 
mo y malestar. Sin embargo, lo 
más difícil está aún por venir”. 

Vélez dijo que para atenuar 
cualquier preocupación los hispa- 
nos “debemos considerar que es- 
tamos ante un tiempo de oportuni- 
dades y desventajas al mismo 
tiempo ya que a pesar de que gran 
parte de nuestra comunidad evita 
los créditos en el manejo de su di- 
nero, es importante considerar que 
la realización de algunas metas se 
torna casi imposible sin el apoyo 
de un financiamiento”. 

Para fortuna de la población 
lo importante de esta crisis es que 
ha llegado de manera anunciada. 
Eso permite hacer una revisión en 
la lista de prioridades financieras, 
y abre el camino de las oportuni- 
dades para quienes cuentan con 
suficientes ahorros. 

De acuerdo a Vélez “aquellas 
personas interesadas en comprar 


una vivienda o artículo de varios 
miles de dólares como es el caso 
de los automóviles, son quienes 
podrían resultar beneficiados ya 
que seguramente encontrarán 
buenas oportunidades en el mer- 
cado, y sabiéndolas aprovechar se 
traducirían a importantes ahorros 
en el gasto que van a realizar”. 

Sin embargo, acotó que esta 
decisión debe adoptarse sabia- 
mente, “y habrá que considerar 
que antes de involucrarse en este 
tipo de aventura financiera de lar- 
go plazo, el comprador potencial 
debe prever que la baja de interés 
interbancario anuncia recortes la- 
borales futuros y la desaceleración 
del ritmo económico, por lo que 
no sería bueno hacer ningún tipo 
de inversión sino se tiene seguri- 
dad plena de que sus ingresos no 
se verán afectados por la crisis 
económica”. 

En este renglón cabría indicar 
que en los últimos meses varios 
sectores han recurrido al desem- 
pleo de miles de personas para 
equilibrar sus finanzas. 

Algunos de los sectores que 
han recurrido a los despidos masi- 
vos son el de manufactura, cons- 
trucción e Internet que han des- 
pidió en total a 250 mil personas 
en los últimos meses, según cifras 
del Departamento del Trabajo. 

Al mismo tiempo reconocidas 
tiendas departamentales comen- 
zaron el año cerrando sus almace- 
nes ante la abrupta caída de las 
ventas de fin de año. 

Dos negocios que sufrieron 
este impacto fueron Montgomery 
Ward que se declaró en banca rota 
y más recientemente Sears Roe- 
buck, que cerrará 89 tiendas y eli- 
minará próximamente 2,400 
empleos. Ante este panorama Vé- 
lez recomendó que “aún así sería 
prudente revisar el presupuesto fa- 
miliar y evitar cualquier endeuda- 
miento innecesario”. 

Para quienes ya enfrentan al- 
gún tipo de deuda el economista 
indicó que “no sería mala idea 
buscar el beneficio de la baja en 
las tasas interbancarias y de ser 
posible refinanciar la propiedad 
adquirida, la tarjeta de crédito o 
el automóvil nuevo”. 

Finalmente vale destacar que 
la posibilidad de una eventual cri- 
sis económica está cobrando cada 
vez mayor forma. Recientemente 
el presidente George W. Bush in- 
dicó que su promesa de campaña 
de recortar los impuestos en mil 
300 millones de dólares en los 
próximos diez años tendrá que ser 
revisada para determinar si es el 
mejor tiempo para llevarla a cabo. 

“La gente está preocupada 
por la economía, y tan pronto asu- 
ma la presidencia tomaré una de- 
cisión si debo o no acelerar este 
paquete de alivio para los contri- 
buyentes”, admitió Bush. 

En este tiempo de incertidum- 
bre no hay mejor apoyo que la in- 
formación para estar bien seguro 
del paso que se va a dar al momen- 
to de invertir en algo material, en 
nuestra familia o nuestra propia 
persona. Y para tener esa informa- 
ción relacionada a la compra de 
una vivienda, o los derechos que 
tiene como inmigrante, La Red 
Hispana puede guiarle sin costo 
alguno y en su idioma.

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Yes to English; No to Espanol?

The virtual elimination of 
bilingual education in California 
in 1998 and in Arizona in 2000 
through the initiative process has 
sparked interest in similar mea- 
sures in other states. New York, 
Texas, Colorado, and Mas- 
sachusetts are considering fol- 
lowing suit encouraged by the 
“success” of the immersion ap- 
proach. In both California and 
Arizona voters approved the anti- 
bilingual education measures by 
2 to 1 margins. Unfortunately, 
voters made their choices based 
on their superficial understanding 
that immersion means English 
and bilingual education means 
Spanish. English won. 

Many voters feel that English 
is the language of the land and 
bilingual education encourages a 
Canada-style friction between 
linguistic groups. 

Canada sometimes seems on 
the verge of splitting itself into 
two countries, and many Ameri- 
cans fear that the same thing 
could happen in the U.S. 

The fear of bilingualism is 
also fueled by the fact that many 
American companies prefer bilin- 
gual employees. Americans don’t 
want to have to learn a new lan- 
guage to be able to get a job. Fear 
of bilingualism is also obvious in 
the laws passed by more than 
twenty American states declaring 
English the official language. 

Voters also dislike bilingual 
education because it does not 
seem to have produced “results.” 
Latinos still don’t do as well as 
Anglos in educational achieve- 
ment as measured by standar- 


dized tests. Bilingual education, 
voters assure, must be to blame. 

The American media fuels 
this prejudice. Last year a num- 
ber of newspapers circulated an 
article by the New York Times 
which stated that the immersion 
program in Oceanside, California, 
worked wonders. Test scores of 
Latino students went up conside- 
rably. It made for extensive head- 
lines. 

What the article did not reveal 
is that scores went up for all 
California’s children, including 
schools that retained some form 
of bilingual education. — ' 

The “hidden” facts about the 
bilingual education don’t seem to 
penetrate the voters’ minds. The 
fact that bilingual education 
teaches all subjects, including 
English, is not clearly visible. The 
fact that knowing just the English 
language will not do much for 
one's employment prospects does 
not seem to register. The su- 
periority of English seems to be 
paramount in voters’ minds. 

The zeal for the English lan- 
guage prevents voters from see- 
ing that when bilingual .educat- 
ion is implemented properly, it 
works. Research done by George 
Mason University and the Natio- 
nal Research Council confirms 
this view. 

A study by the Los Angeles 
Unified School District demons- 
trated that students in bilingual 
education programs did better in 
reading and writing than those 
who were taught in English from 
the beginning. 

Certainly the old “sink or

As American as salsa and 
apple pie: Culture goes south 
before people move north

now poised to become the 
country’s largest minority group, 
and almost everyone knows what 
a taco is, but it would be a mis- 
take to assume this means some 
striking cultural change 1s immi- 
nent. 

In fact, U.S. media exports 
are so pervasive that most of 
those moving north are already 
cultural citizens of the U.S. PNS 
commentator Martin Espinoza is 
a freelance writer who spent the 
last 3 years in Guanajuato, 
Mexico.

After three years in Mexico, 
I’m back in the United States, sit- 
ting with my good friend Sandra 
in a New York City bar. 

Though Sandra is a Nuyo- 
rican, we met eight years ago in 
San Francisco. 

Today, she is bubbling over 
the latest census figures, which 
show Latinos are on their way to 
becoming the country’s largest 
minority group. 

It’s the dawning of a new 
Latino era in America, she pro- 
claims. What’s more, she assures 
me, my Mexican brethren will 
play a large role in defining this 
new era — of the almost 33 mil- 
lion Latinos in the United States, 
66 percent — 22 million — are 
of Mexican origin. 

“Just look at how many Me- 
xicans are in New York City 
now,” she says. 

“Chips and salsa has become 
the national snack!” 

Her excitement is almost 
contagious. Later that night, 1 
read a fascinating AP story on the 
Internet about U.S. college kids 
on Spring Break in Cancun. 

Asked his opinion of Mexi- 
can cuisine, Zeb Bowden, 21, 
from Virginia Tech said he liked 
Taco Bell better. Erin Andrus, 19, 
from Detroit, said, “We think the 
fajitas are way better in the U.S.” 
and Niki Gross, 19, from Michi- 


gan State, said “beans are nasty 
here.” 

Americans have an amazing 
ability to appropriate — rather 
than adopt —aspects of immi- 
grant cultures. Even though the 
United States will gradually take 
on a spicier diet, begin to have a 
darker complexion, chances are 
it won't become any less Ame- 
rican. 

Can we compare the influen- 
ce of Mexico’s 22 million cultural 
attaches in the U.S. to the mind- 
boggling effects of American 
cable television, music, and mov- 
ies south of the border? 

Millions have seen such cul- 
turally stimulating movies as 
“Scary Movie,” “American Pie,” 
“The Patriot,” and “Gladiator.” 

Everyone loves The Back- 
street Boys and Madonna. And in 
the spirit of The Beatles, Britney 
Spears could easily proclaim her- 
self more popular than La Virgen 
de Guadalupe. 

English is taught in almost 
every public and private school, 
and small English language 
schools are popping up all across 
the country. Fresas (Mexican 
preppies) drop English words and 
phrases more often than visiting 
Mexican immigrants. 

Mexican cable television, 
rampantly pirated by millions, is 
nothing more than American 
cable dubbed in Spanish or sub- 
titled. This has been true for many 
years. The Simpsons 1s by now 
Mexican intellectual property. 

Free TV could easily be con- 
fused for the U.S. variety if the 
Anglo-looking talking heads 
were not speaking in Spanish. 
You only see brown Mexicans 
when the networks air their 
crime-packed news shows or on 
the new sensationalist talk shows 
that pay poor Mexicans to tell 
embarrassing stories and punch 
each other out. 

Then there is the dawning of 
Mexico’s new democracy, which

UFW honors Cesar Chavez by continuing his work 


Since his death in 1993, Ce 
sar Chavez has been honored in 
many communities across the 
nation. They have named streets. 
parks, schools, libraries and other 
public facilities in his name. This 
year is the first time his birthday. 
March 31, is being marked by an 
official state holiday in Califor- 
nia-the first formal state holiday 
in the U.S. recognizing a Latino 

But the greatest monument to 
Cesar Chavez is not to be found 
on a street sign or chiseled in ce- 
ment. It is seen in the courage to 
work for change he inspired in his 
own people and in the continu- 
ing work of the union he founded 
and led for 31 years: the United 
Farm Workers of America. 

UFW President Arturo Ro- 
driguez kicked off a new orga- 
nizing campaign in 1994, one 
year after the passing of his leg 
endary father-in-law. Since then 
farm workers have voted 21 times 
inelections for the union of Cesar 
Chavez and the UFW has signed 
25 new, or first-time, contracts 
with growers. As a result, the 
number of farm workers pro- 
tected by UFW agreements has 
grown from about 20,000 in 1994 
to well over 27,000 today. 

The latest victory came on 
March 8, when the union signed 
an historic contract with the 
nation’s largest employer of 
strawberry workers, Coastal 
Berry Co. It gives the UFW its 
first major stake in California's 
$800 million-a-year strawberry 
industry. And it makes the 
company’s 750 Ventura County 
field laborers the best-paid and 
best-protected workers in the fast- 
est-growing strawberry-produc- 
ing region in Caltfornia 

Other recent gains include 
contracts with big growers who 
were longtime opponents of the

Now the UFW is taking the 
partnership concept to other com- 
panies under contract. 

The farm workers’ influence 
is also being felt more and more 
in legislative and political affairs. 
Last year for the first time, a 
UFW-sponsored bill on labor re- 
lations was passed by the Ca- 
lifornia Legislature. It is aimed at 
curbing some of the worst abuses 
farm workers suffer at the hands 
of farm labor contractors. This 
year the union has introduced leg- 
islation that will also be hotly 
debated at the state Capitol in 
Sacramento. 

A chief union priority con- 
tinues to be mobilizing farm 
workers and Latinos in rural com- 
munities to elect candidates who 
champion the interests of their 
constituents Justa few examples 
of progress were the elections last 
November on California's Central 
Coast of state Assemblymember 
Simon Salinas and county Super- 
visor Fernando Armenta. Both are 
former farm workers who won 
with the UFW's help despite no 
endorsements or support from the 
area’s powerful agricultural in- 
dustry. 

The union is also continuing 
to work with labor and com- 
munity groups in urban com- 
munities. where the majority of 
Latinos live. to elect candidates 
who are activists for the cause of 
Latinos and other working 
people. Last year the UFW helped 
send Hilda L. Solis to the U.S. 
Congress from eastern L.A. 
County. 

This year, in the same area, 
the union helped elect Gloria 

Romero to the state Senate.

Washington, D.C. (EFE).- El 
Instituto Smithsonian de Washing- 
ton entregó este miércoles la 
Medalla del Bicentenario de 
James Smithson a la líder sindical 
Dolores Huerta, luchadora infati- 
gable por los derechos de los tra- 
bajadores agrícolas y las mujeres. 

Huerta, co-fundadora del Sin- 
dicato de Trabajadores Agrícolas 
en 1962, no estuvo presente en el 
acto por problemas de salud, pero 
su hija Lori de León recibió la 
medalla en su nombre. 

No obstante, un mensaje de 
agradecimiento grabado por Do- 
lores Huerta fue emitido durante 
la ceremonia, organizada por el 
Centro de Iniciativas Latinas del 
Instituto en conmemoración del 
Mes de la Historia de la Mujer. 

El acontecimiento incluyó un 
foro que contó con la presencia de 
prominentes mujeres hispanas que 
destacaron los logros de las latinas 
en Estados Unidos.

Conocida como “la dama de 
acero”, Huerta ha dedicado su vida 
a la lucha por los derechos civiles 
de los latinos. 

La líder sindical comenzó su 
trayectoria política casi por ca- 
sualidad. cuando en los años 50 su 
labor como voluntaria en la Orga- 
nización de Servicio Comunitario 
le hizo descubrir que las necesi- 
dades de los trabajadores agrícolas 
iban mucho más allá de los ser- 
vicios que ella podía prestar como 
maestra. 

La lucha por unos salarios y 
viviendas dignos, agua potable y 
baños en los campos de trabajo, 
así como beneficios de salud y 


jubilación, dio sentido a la crea- 


ción del Sindicato de Trabajadores 
Agrícolas (UFW, en inglés), que 
agrupa a 70,000 afiliados y cuenta 
con alrededor de 400 empleados. 

Huerta fundó esa organiza- 
ción sindical junto al líder sindical 
César Chávez, que murió en 1993. 

La líder hispana, madre de 11 
hijos, fue una de las principales 
organizadoras del conocido “boi- 
cot de las uvas” que comenzó en 
1965 y terminó en 1970, cuando 
los terratenientes de Delano (Cali- 
fornia) aceptaron firmar el primer 
convenio colectivo del sector. 

Su participación en activida- 
des en defensa de los trabajadores 
agrícolas llevó a su detención por 
la policía en más de 20 ocasiones.

Una vez recuperada de las 
lesiones demandó al departamento 
de policía de la ciudad y consiguió 
una reforma de los métodos para 
controlar las manifestaciones. 

En los últimos años Huerta ha 
dedicado parte de su esfuerzo a la 
lucha por los derechos de la mujer, 
mediante campañas contra la vio- 
lencia doméstica y presión para 
evitar la eliminación de los pro- 
gramas de acción afirmativa 
favorables a las mujeres. 

Su labor de concientización 
social le ha valido reconoci- 
mientos como el Premio Eleanor 
Roosevelt de Derechos Humanos 
en 1999 y el Premio Patrimonio 
Hispano en 2000. 

Otras personalidades que han 
recibido la medalla son el cineasta 
Steven Spielberg (1999), la leyen- 
da de la música country Billy Joel 
(2000) y el intérprete de jazz Dave 
Rubeck (2000). 

La Medalla del Bicentenario 
de James Smithson, la más alta 
distinción de la institución, fue 
establecida en 1990. 

El científico inglés Smithson 
(1765-1829) ayudó en la creación 
del Smithsonian en 1846 al donar 
su fortuna para la creación de ese 
importante centro cultural, que es 
el complejo de museos más grande 
del mundo.

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Más periodistas que legisladores en comparecencia EZLN en Congreso 


México, D.F. (EFE).- La 
comparecencia de los zapatistas en 
el Congreso de México despertó 
más expectación entre los medios 
de comunicación que entre los 
legisladores mexicanos, a juzgar 
por su afluencia al salón de plenos 
de la Cámara. 

El Congreso acreditó para la 
histórica sesión de este miércoles 
a más de 650 periodistas naciona- 
les y extranjeros. 

Sin embargo, según estima- 
ciones oficiales, poco más de 150 
legisladores de los 500 que inte- 
gran la Cámara se decidieron a 
asistir a la comparecencia de los 
dirigentes del Ejército Zapatista de 
Liberación Nacional (EZLN). 

Fuentes de la Cámara conside- 


raron “normales” las ausencias, ya 
que no se trata de una sesión or- 
dinaria de pleno sino de una com- 
parecencia extraordinaria ante las 
Comisiones de Puntos Constitu- 
cionales y de Asuntos Indígenas, 
a la que también acudieron miem- 
bros de la Comisión de Concordia 
y Pacificación (Cocopa), creada 
para mediar en el conflicto armado 
de Chiapas. 

La mayoría de los parlamenta- 
rios que acudieron a la cita con los 
zapatistas, según las mismas fuen- 
tes, pertenecen al Partido Revolu- 
cionario Institucional (PRI), 
seguidos de cerca por los del 
izquierdista Partido de la Re- 
volución Democrática (PRD). 

El conservador Partido de Ac- 


ción Nacional (PAN), al que 
pertenece el presidente Vicente 
Fox, estuvo representado por siete 
legisladores miembros de las tres 
comisiones parlamentarias impli- 
cadas en el debate de la ley de 
derechos y cultura indígena. 

La dirección del PAN sugirió 
a sus legisladores que no acu- 
dieran a la sesión para expresar 
su rechazo a la presencia de los 
“encapuchados” en la tribuna del 
Parlamento. 

La Cámara de Diputados de 
México está integrada por 500 
miembros, que se reparten entre 
los 210 del PRI, los 207 del PAN 
y los 52 del PRD, y los 31 di- 
putados de los cuatro partidos 
minoritarios restantes.

Ejército abandone las bases mi- 
litares próximas a la Selva La- 
candona. 

“El Ejército sacó sus bases de 
Guadalupe Tepeyac y ahora vol- 
verá a ser el Guadalupe Tepeyac 
de los zapatistas”, comentó en 
alusión a una de las comunidades 
chiapanecas desierta desde que en 
1995 el gobierno ordenó la ins- 
talación de un cuartel militar. 

“Juntos, con ustedes pudimos 
poner el mundo de otro modo”, 
dijo el “sub”, que concluyó con 
un “gracias México, nos vamos 
de veras”, ante una multitud que 
gritaba “no están solos” y “no se 
vayan”. 

En un emotivo mitin de des- 
pedida, “Ester”, “David”, “Zebe- 
deo” y “Tacho”, los cuatro co- 
mandantes que subieron a la tri- 
buna del Congreso, resumieron 
sus demandas en defensa del 
reconocimiento de los derechos 
indígenas. 

Todos coincidieron en que se 
ha abierto la vía hacia la paz, 
aunque puntualizaron también 
que aún queda un largo camino 
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plagado de obstáculos. 

El anuncio de “Marcos” puso 
fin a una jornada histórica en el 
Congreso de México, donde por 
primera vez los 23 comandantes 
zapatistas y cerca de 200 invita- 
dos indígenas cruzaron por la 
puerta grande y tomaron la tribuna 
para dialogar con los legisladores. 

En el Congreso, la coman- 
dante “Ester” reconoció que las 
órdenes del presidente Fox para 
el cumplimiento de sus demandas 
“han sido una señal de paz” a la 
que “no responderemos con señal 
de guerra”. 

Por lo tanto, dijo la coman- 
dante tzetal, el EZLN ordenó a su 
interlocutor, Fernando Yáñez, que 
inicie contactos con el ne- 
gociador oficial Luis Héctor 
Álvarez para reactivar el diálogo, 
suspendido desde 1996. 

Tras cerciorarse de la retirada 
del Ejército de siete bases mili- 
tares en la zona de conflicto de 
Chiapas, los zapatistas están 
dispuestos a reunirse con el Co- 
misionado del Gobierno para 
iniciar el diálogo, dijo “Esther”.

“alcanzar la paz no es el punto fi- 
nal, es el punto de partida para que 
en nuestro país paguemos esa 
enorme deuda que tenemos con 
los diez millones de indígenas”.

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Confianza de consumidores de EE.UU. subió con fuerza en marzo 
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Anorexia y bulimia son de las 
enfermedades mentales más mortales 


Washington, D.C. (EFE).- 
Unos cinco millones de hombres 
y mujeres en Estados Unidos pa- 
decen anorexia, bulimia y tras- 
tornos de la alimentación que se 
cuentan entre las enfermedades 
mentales que causan más muer- 
tes, advierten expertos en 
nutrición. 

“Los trastomos en la forma 
en que se come matan gente”. dijo 
David Rosen. un médico que 
dirige el programa de Salud de 
Adolescentes y Jóvenes. y enseña 
pediatría en el Sistema de Salud 
de la Universidad de Michigan 

“La mayoría de la gente. 
cuando piensa en problemas de 
salud mental, cree que la depre- 
sión mata a más personas porque 
cometen suicidios. o que la es- 
quizofrenia mata gente porque los 
psicóticos a veces hacen cosas 
peligrosas”. añadió Semana Na- 
cional de Información sobre los 
Trastornos de la Alimentación. 
que actualmente se celebra en 
todo el país. 

“Pero la realidad es que los 
trastornos en la alimentación ma- 
tan a más gente que todos los 
otros problemas mentales combi- 
nados”, dijo Rosen. 

El experto dijo que nadie está 
seguro si lo que ocurre es que 
ahora se presta más atención y se 
detectan los casos con más fre- 
cuencia, o si hay realmente un 
incremento de esos trastornos en 
la forma en que la gente se 
alimenta. 

Aún mujeres mayores y fa- 
mosas, como la actriz Jane Fonda, 
han demorado en reconocer que 
padecían esos trastornos. 

Fonda. de 63 años, dijo re- 
cientemente que le llevó un cuarto 
de siglo su batalla con la alimen- 


tación hasta que admitió que 
lidiaba con anorexia y bulimia. 

“Durante más de 25 años no 
podía ponerme un bocado de 
comida en la boca sin miedo”, 
dijo Fonda en un acto en Atlanta 
que marcó el comienzo de la 
Semana Nacional sobre trastor- 
nos de la alimentación. 

“Me llevó tanto tiempo reco- 
nocer que era anoréxica y bu- 
límica. y sólo en los últimos dos 
años he aprendido que está bien 
comer lo que se necesita”, agregó. 

Los dos trastornos más co- 
munes son la anorexia y la buli- 
mia. ambas calificadas nerviosas 
ya que su raíz está en una condi- 
ción psicológica más que en un 
mal físico. 

La anorexia nerviosa se ca- 
racteriza por el deseo de adel- 


gazar y afecta, principalmente, a * 


las mujeres jóvenes que desean 
perder peso porque se perciben 
demasiado corpulentas, aunque 
en realidad puedan estar ya bas- 
tante delgadas. 

“Los estudios hasta ahora 
hablaban de jóvenes de 14 años 
con anorexia nerviosa, pero ya las 
vemos de 10, 11, 12 6 13 años, y 
luego vemos que la anorexia 
comienza a mostrarse nueva- 
mente alrededor de los 18 años 
de edad”, dijo Rosen. 

La bulimia nerviosa es un 
trastorno que lleva a que las per- 
sonas que la padecen primero 
coman de manera compulsiva y 
luego eliminen la comida, ya sea 
por vómitos inducidos, laxantes, 
ayunos O ejercicio excesivo. 

Rosen dijo que la bulimia 
nerviosa aflige, principalmente, a 
las adolescentes cuando llegan a 
los 176 18 años y agregó que las 
investigaciones más recientes 


sugieren que los trastornos en la 
alimentación pueden deberse, en 
parte, a los genes de una persona. 

“Algunas personas nacen 
predispuestas a esos trastornos”, 
indicó. “La forma en que cada 
persona desarrolla un trastorno de 
la alimentación es único, y de- 
pende de factores genéticos, fac- 
tores de familia, factores de 
personalidad”. 

Tampoco debe excluirse el 
papel que juegan la sociedad, la 
cultura y los medios de comu- 
nicación que presentan como 
ideal una figura esbelta “que 
puede ser inalcanzable, pero a la 
cual aspiran las jovencitas”, 
indicó. 

Las primeras señales de que 
alguien, quizá, tenga un trastorno 
en su forma de alimentación 
puede incluir una atención ex- 
cesiva a la cuenta de calorías y 
gramos de grasa en las comidas, 
o la eliminación de ciertos ali- 
mentos de manera total, como la 
grasa o los carbohidratos. 

Luego están las señales ob- 
vias de pérdida de peso, la nece- 
sidad de ir al baño a cada rato des- 
pués de las comidas, y cambios 
más notables en los hábitos de 
comer, como, por ejemplo, que la 
persona elija comer cuando no 
hay nadie cerca. 

“El problema es que para 
cuando los pacientes empiezan a 
quejarse de mareos, de pérdida 
del cabello, piel reseca o estreñi- 
miento, 0 para cuando a una 
jovencita se le ha interrumpido su 
período menstrual, ya es dema- 
siado tarde”, dijo Rosen 

“A esa altura es cuando ya el 
cuerpo evidencia los estragos de 
la mala nutrición grave”, agregó.

El cuerpo masculino manufactura sus propios 
estrógenos, a través de una enzima llamada 
aroamatasa, que convierte una pequeña parte de la 
testosterona a estrógeno. En muchos varones de 
mediana edad, los porcentajes de testosterona/ 
estrógenos están alterados. La relación normal es 
considerada como de 50 a | (cincuenta veces mas 
testosterona que estrógenos). Y el cambio en esa 
relación puede explicar muchos de los síntomas 
de la andropausia. 

Padecimientos del hígado: Una de las 
funciones del hígado es la de excretar el exceso de 
estrógeno del cuerpo. Las enfermedades del hígado, 
pueden alterar la función del sistema enzimático 
P450. encargado de muchos procesos de 
detoxificación del hígado. 

Muchos factores pueden alterar este sistema 
enzimático y producir elevación de los niveles de 
estrógenos. 

Abuso del alcohol: Los bebedores severos, 
elevan el estrógeno en sangre, porque el alcohol 
inhibe el sistema enzimático P450.

¿Por qué se elevan los 
estrógenos en el hombre?

Este es un proceso normal en el hombre. El hombre 
tiene estrógenos en una pequeña cantidad, por esta 
conversión. Con la edad, la producción de la enzima 
aumenta y la posibilidad de tener un desbalance en 
la cantidad de testosterona/estrógenos.

Fuentes de xenohormonas incluyen carne de 
animales que han sido alimentados con hormonas 
estrogénicas para acelerar el engorde (pollo-carne 
vacuna), vegetales y frutas rociados con pesticidas 
derivados de compuestos petroquímicos, solventes, 
adhesivos, herbicidas, fungicidas, gases de escape 
de los autos, emulsificadores en jabones y 
cosméticos, casi todos los plásticos (que liberan 
xenoestrógenos cuando se calientan) y desperdicios 
industriales como PCBs y dioxinas. 

Medicamentos: Hay muchos medicamentos que 
tienen efectos secundarios que alteran el balance de 
las hormonas sexuales. Un ejemplo son los 
diuréticos, utilizados en padecimientos del corazón 
y en hipertensión (presión alta). Los diuréticos 
disminuyen la cantidad de Zinc en el cuerpo. Y 
aumentan la enzima aromatasa.

It should be the opposite, of 
course, because kids don't get all 
their education at school. Much of 
what kids learn begins at home 
and rich kids have educational 
opportunities in the home that 
poor kids lack. And if kids don’t 
know English when they start 
school. they have another chal- 
lenge to overcome. Poverty and 
lack of language skills conspire 
against Latino and other immi- 
erant children. These chal-lenges 
require Compensatory education, 
and bilingual educa-tion, though 
not a panacea, tries to level the 
playing field between immigrant 
and native-born kids. 

The anti-bilingual education 
proposals have had and will con- 
tinue to have negative effects on 
the education of Latinos. The sil- 
ver lining in this matter is that La- 
tinos have easily figured out that 
these proposals are an attack on 
them. Anti-bilingual education 
propositions or English-only laws 
do not benefit anyone, particu- 
larly Latino children. However, 
they will inspire Latino parents to 
become U. S. citizens at a faster 

rate than in the past and become 
politically engaged. Latinos have 
already realized that as a group 
they can be a potent force to be 
reckoned with and thus become 
able to defend their children.

America’s ailing political system, 
although slightly more pluralist 
(there are three big parties instead 
of two).

The Trickle Down Theory of 
the Reagan era is alive and well 
in Mexico, where the American 
Dream becomes surreal and a 16- 
year-old girl who earns $22 a 
week in a foreign-owned as- 
sembly plant spends all her money 
to buy a pair of Levi's. 

Mexicans south of the border 
often criticize their migrant com- 
patriots for the loss of their Mexi- 
canness.
